Pre?are both a summary paragraph and a general description of the resource and its
various elements as it exists today.

Talbot's Lot II is located on the north side of Central Avenue approximately
one-fifth of a mile from the intersection of Routes 214 and 424. The house faces
south/southeast and is set back fifty feet from the street.

Originally, this side passage house was a mirror image of Talbot's Lot (AA-858).
Both houses are two stories high under a steeply gabled roof. In recent years, a one
story gabled addition was built on the west end and centered in the main gable. A
hip roof porch covers the first story of the front of the original house and extends
across one half of the addition.

The main entrance is on the left. The door has a glazed upper half; the lower
portion has two horizontal panels. Above the door is a three light transom. To the
right is a six-over-six window. The second floor has two evenly spaced six-over-six
windows. Just to the left of the original door is a modern colonial design door
which enters the addition. Outside the porch area, the addition has double
six-over-six windows. The porch roof is supported by five turned and block pillars;
one is close to the back on the left and four are spaced across the front. There is
none on the right.

On the west side, the addition has only a vent in the gable. The main house has
a small six-over-six window and a vent above in the gable area.

The rear of the house has an early two-story gable addition. The exposed area
on the right side of the main house has a small six-over-six window on the second
level. The rear of the one story later addition has two six-over-six windows.

An enclosed porch with a hip roof adjoins the rear of the side addition and
wraps around the rear addition. About four feet from the juncture is a continuous
band of louvered windows interrupted by a doorway before the last window. The door
provides access to a small open wooden porch with steps leading to the rear yard.
Two-thirds of the porch siding is plywood.

The back end of the porch has a six-over-six window nearly centered and a
smaller six-over-six window close to the jeft corner. Between these windows is an
enclosed gabled entrance to the cellar. On the second floor of the rear addition, to
the right, is a six-over-six window. Centered in the gable roof is an inside chimney
that was once exterior to the original house.

On the east side of the house, the walls of the additions are flush with the
wall of the main house. At ground level, there is a three-pane window lighting the
cellar of the addition. The first floor has only one window; it is one-over-one and
is also in the addition. The second floor has a six-over-six window in the addition
and a one-over-one window on the right side of the main house. In the gable area is
a small six-over-six window. Two inside chimneys are evenly spaced less than halfway
down each side of the roof line.

There is a dug cellar basement under the rear and back porch additions. Heze
one can see reused circular sawn floor joists which have evidence of having been

lathed in a previous use. The walls of both cellar areas have decaying parging over
brick. A brick wall also separates the two areas with a doorway opening. Both areas
have a cement floor.

Inside the front porch remains the old, if not original, wide board siding (In
the house where a window is being replaced, one can see that this is weatherboard,
j.e., has uniform thickness). The remainder of the house, with the exception of the
aforementioned plywood has recently been covered with aluminum siding.

The front porch rests on cement blocks. The side addition has a cinder block
foundation. The rest of the house has brick foundations. More is exposed on the
north side where there are rows of running bond with a top layer of headers.

Roofing throughout is asphalt shingles.

INTERIOR DESCRIPTION:

The first room inside the front door is the front parlor. The room has one
window. A fireplace on the east side of the room has been sealed. It has a very
plain painted wooden surround and mantel. There are metal heat vents on either side
of the fireplace. The ceiling is plywood and strap. The flooring is random-width
pine with a plain six-inch-high baseboard. At the rear of the room is a wooden door
with four raised panels. It has a box lock with a glass doorknob.

Through this doorway is the dining room. Immediately to the right are stairs,
behind a four-panel rased moulding door with the same box lock and glass doorknob.
There are two steps up from the dining room to this stairway door. The same random
width pine floor is continued in this room as well as the plain mitered trim around
the doors and baseboard. There is a small storage area under the stairs as well as
another closet in this room. The wall containing the storage area (under the stairs)
is random-width beaded boards. Another fireplace is found in this room identical to
the one in the parlor. It is sealed also. There are two doors leading out of this
room on the back wall. The one to the left has a transom at the top with two lights.
In the door itself are two-over-two panes at the top and three raised horizontal
panels underneath. It has a glass doorknob. The door to the right of the back wall
appears to have been rehung. It has barrel hinges as well as the glass knob and box
lock.

The kitchen is behind the dining room. This room is being enlarged and
remodeled. Immediately to the left, when you enter the room, is a wooden door
leading to the cellar with a strap hinge and box lock. This door has a brown mineral
knob. There is a back stairway in this room leading upstairs. It is one step up
from the floor of the room. The four-panel wood door has a box lock and brown
mineral knob. The kitchen now contains a utility area as well as a half bath. The
side porch is entered from this room.

The latest addition contains two large rooms and one full bath. It can be
entered from the front porch or from the dining room. The attic of this addition

reveals original cedar wood shingles of the main house.

Upstairs are two bedrooms. The front bedroom has a fireplace which has been
sealed and a small closet having a two-panel door with brown mineral knob. It also

has two windows.

The back bedroom is small with plastered walls. The six-panel door has a brown
mineral doorknob. There is a bath upstairs and another small room where the stairway

goes down to the kitchen.

There is a turned stairway to a finished attic room from the upstairs hallway.
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
